ihortlT after hnr dsath, attributed to a combination of alcohol and 
barbituotes , the nrek«-up men of a Maw York TV show on which ap- 
peared told me ho had been her meko-up man ond that she had told him 
aha would break the JFK assassination wide open in five days. .ho 
died first. Ha had no details. 

Wot lono- sf tor that r vres part of a penal show on tlio same station. 
Another participant, Penn Jones, Jr., of Midlothian, iexae, hod »n 
interest in seemingly mysterious deaths. I had not net Jones bef or 
that occasion. I then told him the foregoing rtory bo no could fol- 
low it up. This began what may well bo no mors.- than a mytnolo^y 
about nar death, with inferences of foul doodo. 

I have no evidence either way. Life does abound in coincidences. 

However, whnt is unusual is that with this exclusive interview 
nothing ovor appeared in the proas and no notes or tapes have ever 
surfaced. dthera, c,oran for mo, have tried to obtain those from her 
husband. It ia my recollection that ho seld thorc were nons. 
cannot imagine an Interview as newsworthy as that ono in which an 
experienced reporter made no record of any kind. 

In my belief, .toby was not rational. '> 0 , even though I have no way 
of knowing whnt he may have said, without independent confirtnatioi 
there would be no credibility. 

I do know that tho investigation as it relates to .uby wss entirely 
inadequate. There is what I regard as a fak« FBI report dealing 
with ^uby as an informant for the House Un-American committee a ox 
the time of ?4r. lixon'3 membership on it. There Is also n 1 tt 
from T. -Ugsr Hoover supposedly recounting the unproductiveness of 
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th-:» admitted attempt to recruit 2uby or, a criminal informant in 
Dallas. I have both. I also know there is another version, given 
mo by s former Dallas FBI agent. It is that hiby wr a recruited, by 
an agent other than thr ono mentioned by Hoover. 

All that appears to bo dependable that we know about 2uby is incon- 
sistent with th- Hoover letter. ^uby was a police buff, despite 
his career . Ho should have been a likely end a productive source 
of criminal information. His club was ideslly suitod to this end. 

The 207 sip cancellation on tne anonymous note is one from Vihich I 
hnva never received any communication like this one. It i a within 
ijasy commuting distance of the federal agencies. 

Unless tho writer meant to subpoena the supposed records from these 
agencies, fch.;ro is an obvious contradiction between suggostlng a 
subpoona (to nao yeti) and alleging that they wore confiscated. 

However, I beliove that it might be useful to moke a request of both 
the husband and tho agencies. 

As tho all gation that Dorothy Kilgollen was murdered lacks basis 
for boliof, so also doos Hoover* r. explanation. It scorns quite im- 
probable that any reporter would have come fran such an interview 
without notes or a tope. If any rocord3 arc found, it ought not be 
impossible to determine whether they are v/orth following up or if 
they reflect the reasonable. Tho ono purpose Huby 1 s bullet served 
was to make a trial and o defense impossible. He had more oppor- 
tunities to shoot Oswald after Oswald *s nrrest then the ono ho used, 
ile wes well-known tc the Dallas police, who wero well aware of his 
record and his tendency toward violence. There waa never any real 
inve ?tigatlott of how it wr 3 possible for him to bo where he was when 
ha did shoot Oswald. The only effort was to dismiss suspicions that 
ho conspired. And T find no innocent explanation for his presence in 
arena prohibited to all but officials end identified members of the 
pro33 when ho won as well known to the police a 3 ho was end lacked 
any credent la Is for those who did not know him.
